W4WXZ controlled six sessions, K4MC three sessions, K4LND two sessions, WB4BGL one session.

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Participation in SET 30-31 January 1971 was, so far as is data available, a RARS affair. 
Since the county EC was absent from the 3 Feb. meeting of the RARS because of a trip to Fla. 
the big CW Net participant, Bob-W4MC had to fill in for the sick WHCQJ as auctioneer, and 
the planned substitute for the EC was absent, data is not complete. To kick things off, how- 
ever, announcements re the SET were put out in Raleigh's two newspapers on 29 January & two 
obliging radio stations WKIX and WPTF announced that SET was in progress,the first announce- 
ment coming at 1200 hours on 30 Jan. asking all hams to report into one of the established 
NC ham nets. Traffic passed by a total of 6 hams, viz. W4MC, W4FMN, W4RUH, W4CIA, W4WwwD, 
and WB4HHI, consisted of 33 originations, 72 receipts, 14 deliveries, and 47 relays. The ac- 
tive administrative participation by a non-ham, Norm Ramge of our county CD office, was most 
encouraging.

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uring the past several months, we have . the pros and cons of "FM" six and 
two-meter communications versus "AM." We asked ourselves these questions: 


i) Would a switch from AM to FM enhance the amateur radio emergency capability ina county? 
(2) What sources of supply of FM equipment are available? 

(3) How much technical "know how" is available in each county? 

(4) What test equipment peculiar to FM equipment would have to be procured? 


We have received inquiries on this subject from several Civil Defense Directors in the last 
six months. We could not answer several of the questions. In some cases we could not even 
give opinions. 


Since many Civil Defense Directors lean heavily on local amateurs for technical guidance,ad- 
vice and recommendations, it is reasonable to assume that amateurs throughout the state have 
already been asked questions concerning amateur FM radio or in all probability will get ques- 
tions along these lines in the near future. 


With this in mind, it might be a good idea to dig out the books and other reference material 
and formulate some opinions, and establish some facts on which to base recommendations 
covering a switch from AM to FM in the VHF range.
